1. Mr. Colby has asked me to reply to your memorandum of 7 March.

SUBJECT: Intelligence Community Representation In the 

1976 National Military Intelligence Center 

1. As part of its efforts to improve Department of Defense 
support to crisis management, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency is in the process of modernizing the National 
Military Intelligence Center (NMIC) and relocating it 
adjacent to the National Military Command Center. 

Collocation of the prime military Intelligence and 
operations centers within one facility will make this the 
single point of contact for military aspects of day-to-day, 
as well as time-sensitive crisis management issues. This 
Improved and collocated facility will have a signif icant'ly 
Increased capability to rapidly process all-source intelligence, 
providing a. composite military picture to Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, Department of Defense and the National Command- 
Authorities. Optimum exploitation of this all-source 
intelligence could be achieved by the NMIC with a full- 
time representative from your agency. 

2. Facility and equipment plans for the modernized NMIC 
currently provide dedicated automated analyst stations for 
the intelligence representatives from the State Department, 

CIA and NSA. The Initial Operating Capability for the new 
center is projected for October 1976, however final equipment 
requirements and refined concepts of operation must be 
completed in the immediate future.
